Calley Admits M y Lai Deaths 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 
Lt. WUUam L. Calley Jr. speak­ 
in g withou t an y emotion , admit- 
UkI today he kUled at My Lai 
hu t “it was n ot my order, it was 
the order of the day .” 
“Who gav e y ou the order?” 
asked defen se cou n sel George 
Latimer. 
“Capt. Medin a, Sir,” Calley 
an swered. 
“How man y times did he giv e 
y ou the order?” 
Calley said the order came 
fiv e tlmes-on ce at a compan y 
hriefii« the n ight before the My 
Lai assau lt, on ce at a platoon 
leaders’ briefin g, the followin g 
morn iiw before the helicopten 
lifted off. an d twice ov er the ra­ 
dio while the troops were in the 
v illage. 


Calley is charged with killin g 
102 Vietn amese civ ilian s in the 
hamlet of My U i 4 -on e of sev ­ 
eral n u mbered My Lai hamlets 
—as his compan y assau lted the 
su spected Viet Oon g stron ghold 
on MtfChie, 1968. 
Galley 's compan y comman der 
was Ci^t, Ern est L. Medin a. 
On the witn ess stan d he 
i(M 
of abou t fou r people that he 
killed. He also admitted firin g 
in to a ditch that was already 
filled with dead. Bu t he did n ot 
say —an d was n ot asked-wheth- 
er he killed an y on e there. 
There had been testimon y 
that Calley stood at that ditch, 
at the eastern edge of My Lai 4, 
for as lon g as on e an d on e-half 
hou rs. Today . Calley said; 
“It was a v ery rapid period of 


time to me ... it seemed on ly a 
matter of a half min u te or a 
min u te or both.” 
What did he see in the ditch? 
“Dead people.” 
“Was there an y appearan ce of 
an y on e bein g aliv e in there?” 
“No. Sir.” 
How did the people get in to 
the ditch? 
“They had been ordered to go 
in to the ditch, Sir.” Calley said. 
Who ordered them in to the 
ditch? 
“In directly . I did—I told 
Meadlo to get them (Viet­ 
n amese captiv es) to the other 
side of the ditch. Sir.” 
Pau l Meadlo was a soldier in 
Medin a’s compan y . 
Meadlo testified earlier in the 


trial that he stood at Galley 's 
side an d by his order shot in to a 
grou p of 45 Vietn amese men , 
women an d children . Galley . 
Meadlo said, had ordered him to 
“waste them.” 
Calley said he left Meadlo. 
who was gu ardin g an u n speci­ 
fied n u mber of people, to go 
elsewhere to order Sgt. Dav id 
Mitchell to set u p a machin e- 
gu n . 
“I came ou t an d Meadlo was 
still stan din g there with the 
grou p of Vietn amese. I y elled at 
Meadlo that if he cou ldn ’t mov e 
aU those people to get rid of 
them.” 
Ju st min u tes before. Calley 
said, he had receiv ed a radio

Laird said he an ticipates that 
the North Vietn amese “might 
take a stan d” arou n d the Chu p 
Plan tation in Cambodia where 
the Sou th Vietn amese hav e been 
fightin g for three weeks. 
Laird referred to the possible 
Chu p Plan tation battle when 
asked abou t the Sou th Viet­ 
n amese slowdown in the face of 
heav y resistan ce In Laos. 
Laird replied he has repeated­ 
ly an n ou n ^ that he ex pected 
“wi man y occasion s the Nwth 
Vietn amese wou ld stan d an d 
fight” to try to protect their Ho 
Chi Min h su pply rou te again st 
the Sou th Vietn amese attempt 
to disru pt it. 
He said the Sou th Vietn amese 
are doin g well an d “their objec­ 
tiv e is bein g achiev ed.” 
“I do look for tou gher, diffi­ 
cu lt fightin g.”

Israelis 
Research 
Boundaries 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Israeli gov ernment has 
created three committees to 
draw up territorial terms and 
new boràers it would accep t in a 
Middle E^st p eace agreement, 
informed sources rep ort. But 
Eg)^t has told the Big Four 
again that p eace is imp ossible 
unless Israel withdraws from all 
the land it cap tured in 1967 . 
Premier Golda Meir’s Cabinet 
declared Sunday that Israel 
would nev er return to the 
boundaries ex isting before the 
June 1967 war but said it is will­ 
ing to negotiate new “secure 
and agreed” territorial lines. 
Mahmoud Riad, E^gy p t’s for­ 
eign minister Monday called in 
Donald C. Bergus, chief U.S. 
dip lomat in Cairo, and the am­ 
bassadors of Britain, France 
and the Sov iet Union. A minis­ 
try sp okesman said he told 
them the Israeli refusal consti­ 
tutes “a challenge to the U.N. 
charter, the Big Four p owers 
and world p ublic o|Hnion.” 
“Peace can not be established 
in the area without Israel’s total 
withdrawal from the entire 
Arab lands occup ied in June 
1967 ,” Riad declared. He called 
on the four gov ernments to 
“face this new Israeli challenge 
and take up their resp <Nisibili- 
ties toward p eace,” the sp okes­ 
man said. 
TIm sources in Jerusalem said 
one border map p ing committee 
is headed by a senior army offi­ 
cer, another by key gov ernment 
officials and the third is made 
up of ex p erts on international 
law. They were formed last 
month after Israel returned to 
indirect p eace neg<^tk>ns with 
Jordan and E^gy p t under U.N. 
env oy Gunnar V. Jarring, the 
sources said. 
Each committee is working on 
a sp ecific asp ect of p eacetime 
borers, they said. 
The army group is drawing up 
the ov er-all p lan using p rinci­ 
p les dev ised by Defense Minis­ 
ter Moshe Day an that include 
retention of the Gaza Strip in 
Egy p t and the Golan Heights in 
Sy ria. 


The committee of gov ernment 
ministers is working on a p lan 
to keep Jerusalem united under 
Israeli rule, including the Aiab 
sector taken from Jordan in the 
six -day war. Jordan would hav e 
sov ereignty 
ov er M o s l e m 
shrines in the city , p ossibly as 
leased enclav es. 
The third group is study ing 
treaties and armistices. 
Israel 
has 
called 
sev eral 
times for direct negotiations 
with the Egy p tians instead of 
through Jarring at the United 
Nations, but Egy p t has refused.

Filibuster 
Reformers 
Pessimistic 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate refwmers held little hop e to­ 
day for their second try to end 
the two and a half week filibus­ 
ter by defenders of the right to 
filibuster. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield said one and 
p ossibly two m(H*e effwts will 
be made to gain the two-thirds 
v ote necessary to stop the talka­ 
thon and force action on a 
change in rules. 
A ^ nate majority of 51 Dem­ 
ocrats and Rep ublicans, with 
White House backing, fav ors a 
rules change that would fix 
three-fifths, rather than two- 
thirds, as the v ote required to 
limit debate. 
The first v ote to cut off debate 
last Thursday was 48 to 37 , nine 
short of the required two-thirds. 
“I would imagine the v ote 
would be about the same as last 
time,” said Mansfield before to­ 
day ’s v ote. 
But a v ote counter for Sen. 
Frank Church, D-ldaho, one of 
the chief sp onsors of the filibus­ 
ter rules change, had said he 
hop ed the v ote for cloture would 
edge up ward to at least 53. 
The effort now is to grind 
away at the filibustering forces 
with successiv e v otes on clo­ 
ture, a sequence in which p ro­ 
moters of the change hop e to 
steadily gain strength. 
“I think we’re going to p ick 
up fiv e or six v otes, but obv ious­ 
ly that’s still going to be short,” 
said Sen. Robert P. Griffin of 
Michigan, the Rep ublican whip . 
Griffin said he hop ed some 
senators, p erhap s three or four, 
who v oted against limiting de­ 
bate last Thursday would switch 
and sup p OTt tl^ mov e.

Progress 
In Aging 
Is Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - By 
the y ear 2,(XN), the scientist said, 
it shmild be technically p oisibki 
to add 20 to 40 useful y ears to an 
indiv idual's p eriod of middle 
age. 
Dr. Leon R. Kass of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences said 
conserv ativ e estimates from re­ 
cent research indicate aging 
may be a p rocess that can be 
manip ulated, p erhap s by such 
measures as diet and drugs. 
Working from animal studies, 
Kass said, scientists hav e sug­ 
gested a v ery small decrease in 
the temp erature of a human 
body could slow the rate of ag­ 
ing. Body p rocesses slow down 
at lower temp eratures. 
But it is just such dramatic 
p ossibilities in current biomedi­ 
cal research that raise p rofound 
questions for society , said Kass, 
ex ecutiv e director (rf the Nation­ 
al Academy ’s Committee on 
Life Sciences and Social Policy . 
He sp oke Monday to a semi­ 
nar on science and p ublic p olicy 
being held this week at the 
academy . 


At first, Kass said, longev ity 
p robably will be obtained by an 
indiv idual only at great ex ­ 
p ense. 
“Who is likely to be able to 
buy it?” he asked. “Do con­ 
science and p rudence p ermit us 
to enlarge the gap between rich 
and p oor, esp ecially with re­ 
sp ect to something as funda­ 
mental as life itself?” 


Already , he continued, medi­ 
cal adv ances hav e p roduced 
some dehumanization of life, 
such as the increasing number 
of lonely old p eop le kep t aliv e 
by medical p rogress. 


“We hav e learned how to in­ 
crease their y ears,” he said, 
“but we hav e not learned how to 
help them enjoy their day s.” 


Such forthcoming p ossibilities 
as altering man’s genetic make­ 
up , p roducing an embry o in a 
test tube before imp lanting it in 
the mother, the p rogress toward 
the dev elop ment of an artificial 
p lacenta, Kass said, raise great 
p roblems. 


He said there should be some 
kind of institutional control of 
such science and technology . 


“If attemp ts are not made 
early to detect and diminish the 
social costs of biomedical ad­ 
v ances by intelligent institution­ 
al regulation,” he said, “the so­ 
ciety is likely to react later with 
more 
sweep ing, 
immoderate 
and throttling controls.” 
Dr. Kass also questioned the 
idea of p rogress: 


“We need to re-ex amine our 
p rejudice not only that all 
biomedical innov ation is p rog­ 
ress, but also that it is inev ita­ 
ble . . . . 


“ Is there not something con- 
tradictwy in the notion tte t we 
hav e the p ower to control all the 
untoward consequences of a 
technology but lack the p ower to 
determine whether it should be 
dev elop ed in the first p lace?”

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) -

WASfflNGTON (AF) - Sen­ 
ate Demo cratic poUcymakera 
have u rged Presidefit Nino n to 
set a timetable immediately fo r

With that reso lu tio n being p re­ 
sented to day to a caucus o f the 
55 Senate Demo crats, a Rep u bli­ 
can senato r proposed Congress 
immediately set the end o f this 
year as a deadline fo r co mp lete 
withdrawal. 
**Now it is time to act,” said 
Sen. Charles McC. Mathias o f 
Maryland. “ Now it is time fo r 
Congress finally to marshal Its 
reso lve and enact the legislatio n 
necessary to accelerate o u r 
withdrawal fro m the tragic con­ 
flict in Southeast Asia . ” 


The Senate Demo cratic Po licy 
Co mmittee stopped sho rt o f 
seeking immediate actio n on 
legislatio n to co mp el American 
withdrawal. Bu t Sen.* Mike

CHICAGO (AP) - Tests have 
been develo p ed which are ex­ 
p ected to make p o ssible a re­ 
du ctio n in the raimber o f deaths 
fro m p eniciUin reactio n and, at 
the same time, allo w mo re peo­ 
p le to take the dru g with safety. 
This was rep o rted Mo nday by 
researchers at the annu al meet­ 
ing o f the American Academy o f 
Allergy. 
An estimated 600 persons die 
each year as a resu lt o f severe 
allergic reactio n to p enicilUn. 
The researchers said that p er­ 
haps 50 times mo re die o f dis­ 
eases which p enicillin can cu re, 
bu t they were tho u ght to be al­ 
lergic to the dru g and were no t 
given it. 
Up to no w, p hysicians have 
had to rely almo st entirely on 
the p atient’s wo rd and memo ry 
as to whether he ever had a 
p enicilUn reactio n. And some 
persons who had nevw received 
the dru g did no t kno w whether 
they wo u ld have an adverse 
reactio n. 
An academy stu dy gro up re­ 
p o rted it p erfo rmed skin tests 
on 1,160 p atients, injecting them 
with chemicals caUed reagente 
which cause p eniciUin allergic 
persons to develo p weals on the 
skin. 
The rep o rt o f the stu dy was 
p resented by Eh*. Arthu r Ro- 
senblu m o f Michael Reese Hos­ 
p ital and Medical Center, (Chica­ 
go, who so ^ed as chairman o f 
the 26-member gro u p . 
Rosenblu m tdd newsmen that 
a p o sitive reactio n to the test 
means the p atient sho uld no t be 
given p eniciUin. A negative 


reactio n means he can p ro bably 
be given the dru g with safety, 
Rosenblum said. 
Dr. Bernard Levine, a p ro fes­ 
sor at New Yo rk University 
School o f Medicine and a lead­ 
ing researcher with the tests, 
said the mo st severe reactio ns 
to p enicilUn are fo u nd in the 35- 
to 6 5 age gro u p . 


Altho u gh the tests have no t 
been ap proved by the Fo o d and 
Ehug Administratio n fo r general 
use, Levine said that once they 
are p hysicians w ill be able to 
det er m i n e within minu tes 
whether it is safe to give a pa­ 
tient p enicilUn. 


No t aU p atents who react to 
p eniciUin have fatal reactio ns.

is any 
indication, things will start heating up in 
Jefferson City nex t month when the 
Missouri House takes up a scenic rivers 
biU. 
The bitter debate last y ear over scenic 
rivers legislation led to such ep isodes as 
the bombing of a St. Louis canoe club 
official’s car and threats that canoeists 
might be met with snip er fire on their 
trip s down remote Ozarks streams. 
Amid such violence, threats of violence 
and name-calling, a scenic rivers initiative 
drive (taken up after the House State 
Parks and Recreation Committee killed 
scenic rivers legislation for two straight 
y ears) never got off the ground. But the 
battle is far from over. 
Now Rep . John A. 
Grellner, I> 
Shrewsbury . has introduced a new bill to 
create a scenic rivers sy stem in Missouri. 
House Bill 
No. 426 is based on the 
ex tensive rep ort of a sp ecial scenic rivers 
committee 
headed by 
former Sen. 
Richard 
Southern. 
His 
committee 
conducted 
hearings 
and 
interviews 
throughout the 
state 
to 
gather 
information on the thorny controversy . 
Grellner has attemp ted to defuse some 
of the op p osition to scenic rivers by 
p roviding for advisory boards to help 
administer 
the p rogram, p rohibiting 
condemnation 
of 
p rivate 
land 
and 
including other features designed to 
p lacate irate farmers and other group s 
who see a p lot to grab their land. 
The group s op p osing scenic rivers 
would like to p resent the united image of 
sturdy farmers p rotecting their land, but 
that is not the whole story . Also lurking in 
the woodp ile are other commercial 


interests, who view Missouri’s wild rivers 
as rip e for develop ment. 
While Grellner may succeed in calming 
some of the op p osition, he will still have a 
fight on his hands. One landowners group 
has announced it will op p ose any 
legislation that does not have its ap p roval. 
The old war cry of p rivate vs. p ublic ' 
interest will no doubt be heard again. 
The legislation would p rotect p arts of 
Missouri’s finest Ozarks rivers and 
streams, including the Eleven Point, 
Gasconade and Niangua, as well as 
several other waterway s. Actually , the bill 
is not ambitious enough. But at least it 
would be a beginning. 
One noteworthy feature of Grellner’s 
bill is the basic p hilosop hy that underlies 
it—that Missouri’s best rivers should be 
left in their natural states, rather than 
“develop ed,” even marginally , for users. 
The Southern p anel p uts it this way : 
“’The 
committee 
does 
not 
favor 
additional access areas to p romote 
increased p ublic use of the streams, 
because one of the dangers of the fragile 
streams is overuse. Nor does it urge that 
the streams take on a recreational 
function or image.” 
Missouri has a great natural heritage, 
still largely intact, in its Ozarks streams 
‘ and mountains. The question is no longer 
whether 
such 
treasures 
should 
be 
p reserved and saved from commercial 
ex p loitation, but how. 


All Missourians who want to p rotect 
their state’s natural assets will be 
watching Jefferson City , hop ing for 
something better than a rep eat of last 
y ear’s shouting match.

WASHINGTON - The my stery man whom the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
recruited

assassinate Cuba's Fidel Castro has been laid up in 
the sick ward of the Los Angeles County jail. 
He is handsome, hawk-faced John Roselli, once a 
dashing figure around Holly wood and Las Vegas, 
now a gray . 66-y ear-old inmate with a resp iratory 
ailment. 
Confidential FBI files identify him as “a top 
Mafia figure" who watched over "the concealed 
interests in Las Vegas casinos of the CtUcago 
underworld." 
Roselli has admitted to 
friends that he was a rum­ 
runner during the Roar- 
ing Twenties. Op erating 
^ 
along the E ^t Coast, he 
learned 
how 
to 
evade 
Coast Guard cutters and 
p olice p atrols.

His name later became 
Ui6ied with the biggest 
names in the Chicago and 
Los Angeles underworlds.

He also develop ed con- 
Andcrtoa 
Cuban under­ 
world before Castro took over the Havana 
gambling casinos. 
He 
had the right 
background for a hush-hush 
mission that the CIA was p lanning in 1961. As p art 
of the Bay of Pigs invasion, the QA hop ed to knock 
off Castro and leave Cuba leaderless. 
Roselli was recruited for the job by Robert 
Maheu. a former FBI agent, wlw admitted to us 
that he had handled undercover assignments for 
the QA. He refused, however, to discuss the 
deUils. This is the same Maheu. incidenUlly , who 
is now involved in a legal battle over p hantom 
billionaire Howard Hughes’ Nevada op erations. 
Risks Neck 
Roselli was so flattered over being asked to 
p erform a secret mission for the U.S. government 
that he p aid all his ex p enses out of his own p ocket 
and risked his neck to land the assassination teams 
on tto (Xiban coast. 
In James Bond fashion, he held whisp ered 
meetings in Miami Beach hotels with Cubans 
willing to make an attemp t on Castro’s life. Once, 
he called on Chics^o racket boss Sam Giancana to 
line up a contact. The confidential files rep ort that 
Giancana had “gambling interest and an interest in 
the shrimp business in CXiba." However, tlw 
Chicago gangster took no direct p art in tte 
assassination p lot. 
Roselli made midnight dashes to Cuba with his 
hired assassins in twin p owerboats. Once a (Xiban 
p atrol ship turned its guns on his darkened boat, 
tore a hole in the bottom and sank the boat. Roselli 
was fished out of the water by the other boat, 
which escap ed into the shadows. 
In earlier columns, we rep wted how th e CIA 
furnished Roselli with deadly p oison cap sules 
which he tried through a relative of Castro’s chef to

p lant in the dictator’s food. Later, marksmen 
armed with high-p owered Belgian rifles attemp ted 
to infiltrate close enough to gun Castro down. 
All told, six assassination attemp ts were made, 
the last in the sp ring of 1963. Throughout this 
p eriod, Roselli worked under the direct sup ervision 
of two secret CIA agents. William Harvey and 
James "Big Jim” O’Connell. 
RoaeUi’s Reward 
The FBI, which got wind of the assassination 
p lot, has tried to p ump Roselli for information. But 
he was sworn to silence by the CIA, and up to this 
m(Hnent, he hasn’t broken it. 
Meanwhile, the Justice Dep artment, as p art of 
its crackdown on organised crime, tried to nail 
Roselli. The FBI discovered that his Chicago birth 
records had been forged, that his name was really 
Filip p o Sacco and that he had come to this country 
from Italy as a child. He was convicted for failing to 
register as an alien. 
He was also convicted for consp iracy to rig card 
games at Los Angeles’ ex clusive Friars’ Gub. 
Of Roselli’s two CIA associates, Harvey has now 
retired to Indianap olis and O’ConneU is still on the 
CIA p ay roll. Both admitted to us a friendship with 
Roselli but refused to discuss their OA activities. 
Harvey said he had a "high regard" for Roselli and 
called the Friars’ Gub case a "bum rap ." Said 
Harvey ; "The Friars’ Gub indictment is p hony . 
Roselli had no more to do with that than I had." 
Roselli’s lawy ers are now try ing to get clemency 
for their client, citing our stories about his secret 
CIA service. 
Firearms Fiasco 
Under p ressure from the firearms lobby , the 
Treasury Dep artment has failed to enforce a vital 
section of the 1968 federal firearms act. 
The law was p assed after the murders of Sen. 
• Robert Kennedy and Dr. MarUn Luther King. It 
authorizes the treasury secretary to require full 
rep orts of all firearms and ammunition sates. 
For the two y ears that the law has been in force, 
the Treasury Dep artment has ignored this key 
p rovision. The gun industry has comp lained it 
would be a bo<4dieep ing nightmare. 
The federal government, which would have to 
comp ile aU the sales daU, has also been relucUnt 
to sp end the $100 milUon it wwld cost for 
comp uters and staff to maintain the firearms files. 
A p ush-button record sy stem, however, would 
' enable lawmen to keep tabs on the legal gun and 
ammo p urchases cA criminals and militants. The 
weap ons used in the 10,000 firearms murders each 
y ear could also be traced to the last legal owners. 
We have comp leted an investigation, meanwhile, 
of how the new gun law has been enforced. Here 
are our findings; 
—Only 51 new agents have been hired to enforce 
the act. 
—Arrests under federal firearms laws totaled 
564 during the 18 months before the new act. The 
number of arrests shot up to 2,329 during the 18 
months afterward. Now the arrests are running 
about 2.500 a y ear. 
—Although more than 6.000 dealers have violated 
the new law in the last 18 months, only 187 of these 
have been recommended for p rosecution. 
Footnote; A controversial film, showing how 
useful the new gun law could be and how harmless 
it is to legitimate hunters, was killed by the 
Treasury Dep artment. The action was taken as the 
result of p ressure brought by the gun lobby . The 
Internal Revenue Service, which made the film in 
the interest of good law enforcement, p rotested in 
vain. 


Admitted Most States 
Six states were admitted to the Union during the 
administration of President Benjamin Harrison, 
the largest number admitted under any p resident. 
The states were North DakoU, South DakoU, 
Montana and Washington in 1889; Idaho and 
Wy oming in 1890.

China Army Balky 
On Help in Laos 


WASHINGTON iNEA) 
Intervening in Laos would not be easy for Red China. 


This rep orter has word from Hong Kong contacts of 
intense covert dissent among Red Chinese army officers 
in South China, of necessity the step p ing-off 
\yo \n \ for any 
movement into Laos. 


The Red Eagles, Petrols, Fighting Eagles. World Free­ 
dom Party are secret fast-growing South China anti-Mao­ 
ist sabotage-p rop aganda units drawing on 13-to-26-y ear- 
olds but backed surrep titiously by Red army officers, 
some of general rank. These officers are attemp ting to 
tighten their hold on the local government. They would 
welcome orders for a wartime footing in the South China 
region but not orders to march south, leaving control with 
civilians. 


In fact, through much of China, the Red army ’s p olitical 
hold on the country side is so slim. Its struggle with old 
p arty members, “p easants" and other group s so bitter, 
and differences of op inion so strong within the up p er- 
echelon officer ranks, that major military shifts become 
very imp ortant p olitical p roblems. 


The situation becomes esp ecially difficult when a for­ 
eign adventure is involved which includes a confronta­ 
tion with the United States. Top Chinese military men 
remember Korea. The high-level internal confrontation 
after Korea was so serious that Defense Minister Peng 
Te-huai was p urged and Lin Piao p ut in his p lace to 
bring the army under control. 


The decision was made, oy er the op p osition of some 
very ex oerienced and influential army generals, that the 
Chinese*Red army would not modernize on Soviet or U.S. 
lines ex cep t (to oversimp lify ) for some nuclear weap ons 
and an imp roved air and submarine force. 


As a result, the army is esp ecially weak in long-range 
transp ort and logistics generally , ex cep t on interior lines 
in China itself. Only with the greatest difficulty could the 
army mount a sustained conventional op eration 300 miles 
outside China. Southern Laos is 400 to 450 miles disUnt. 


But there is one thing that Mao could do easily and with 
max imum, effect. He could move a force from South 
China just across the border into northern Laos, where 
Chinese engineers have been building a military highway 
for the last six y ears. 


This short move would have a major p sy chological 
p ay -off in the United States. It would "threaten" Laos 
and Thailand. 


Mao could also send a limited number of advisers south 
for an even greater p sy chological effect. These step s 
would cost him little.

S. Viet Election— 
As Laos Goes . . . ?

Vietn» me» e Incurilon inlo Ih* Uollan p inhandK Is 
not an election camp aign, but It has a bearing on 
one.

This Sep tember the South Vtetnameae chooie 
the membership of their lower legislative house, 
and in October they again elect a p resident. How 
well or badly the North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
are doing on the battlefield in 1971 will affwt 
Hanoi’s ability to Influence the elections. Naturally 
enough, it seeks max imum imp act. 
Should the Saigon army (ARVN) succeed in 
breaking the North Vietnamese flow of men and 
materiel down the Ho Chi Mlnh trail in Uos, keep 
the clamp s on untU the rainy season in May and 
p ossibly wip e out large food and weap ons caches, 
they could block any significant Red offensive 
effort this y ear. 
- 
Hanoi badly needs some kind of sustained high 
p oint of activity to maintain iU fighting credibUlty 
in South Vietnam. If it fails, its shadow over the 
1971 elections wUl be p ate indeed. The nex t dry 
season along the traU begins a month after the 
voting. 
As noted in a p rior rep ort, the military situation 
in South Vietnam U relaUvely quiet and sUbte, 
even as Uos and Cambodia flare. ARVN forces "in 
country " have carried the brunt of the active 
fightii^, such as there is, for some months. U.S. 
units of combat cap ability are stUl around in 
subsUntial number, but they are generally more of 
a p resence than an aggressive force. 
Though—as every one is noting—the ARVN is 
gettii^ a heavy test in Laos and could be bloodied, 
the army ’s sUtus at home U higher than it has ever 
been. That is a clear p oliUcal p lus for the Thieu 
regime and those national elements which choose 
to sup p ort it. 
Hanoi wiU not be able to make p oliUcal cap iUl 
out of sp oradic mortar and rocket raids on South 
Vietnamese 
cities and U.S. or ARVN mUitary 
bases, even though these surely will catch 
headlines in the United SUtes. To be effecUve, 
these assaults would have to come together in a 
recognizable offensive, which would take men and 
sup p ltes in numbers the Reds may not have after 
La<M. 
Since a fair series of Red "high p oints’* far back 
in 1970, there has not been much of this from 
Hanoi. Before that, we have to cast back to mid- 
1969 for evidence of the last Red "main force" 
action. The bit these day s is guerrilla stuff. 
Only nine months ago. Red forces still were 
beii« overp raised white the ARVN was being 
ridiculed. Its foray into Cambodia last sp ring was 
dismissed as a kind of rice collection service. The 
fact was the South Vietnamese army already was a 
reasonably effecUve force. 
It is taking time for old images which do not fit 
the new reality to be thrown aside and rep laced. 
The old ARVN was riddled by deserUons, starved 
for r ^ firep ower, undertrain^ and badly ted from 
top to bottom. 
The whole ARVN story seems different today . In 
earlier times we heard p lenty about deserUons. But 
we never heard, and still do not hear much if 
any thing, about South Vietnamese battle deaths. 
Those fatalities, offlciaUy , come to 120,000 for 
the entire war—more than twice the battle deaths 
we suffered in World War I in our 5Vk months of 
real combat. They are a mark of resolve and 
resistance. The wish to rep el Hanoi’s armies, and 
their VC surrogates, has got to be real. No amy 
under a government as fragile as the Thieu-Ky 
regime n e^ fight and die unkm it is determined to 
stand. 
The ARVN 1.1 miUion men is one of today ’s 
largest armtes. Needing our sE^hisUcated air, 
artfilery and logistical sup p ort, it is p lainly not y et 
altogether a truly effecUve military force. But to 
the ex tent it does weU in Uos, it may be on the way 
to becomif^ n<H just that but also a p olitical force 
1971 elecUons.

Help For Victims 


Of Bronchial Asthma 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What causes bronchial asthma 
and is there any cure for it? Do different foods have 
an effect on it? 
Dear Reader — Bronchial asthma is a constricUon 
of the air p assages in the lungs. The outlet to the 
tiny air sacs is constricted, causing them to be 
overinflated. This is why the chest is ex p anded 
during the attack. Normally , when we breathe the 
lungs merely collap se without any effort, but the 
asthmatic must use force to move air out of his 
lungs. As the air is forced through the constricted 
air p assages, wheezing occurs, which is ty p ical of 
asthmatic seizure. During the asthmatic attack the 
p erson is usually anx ious, sitting up right, straining 
with the effort of breathing and the loud wheezes 
can often be heard across the room. 
The common ty p e of bronchial asthma is caused 
by allergies — often to the same things that cause 
hay fever. Weed p ollen and dusts are big offenders. 
Asthma is caused in some p eop le from an allergic 
resp onse to infections. 
The sudden attack of asthma is usually treated by 
the doctor with adrenalin or a related medication. 
These medicines relax the constriction of the air 
p assages and bring relief in that way . Sometimes 
this is not enough and if the attack p ersists 
hormones have to be given. These measures are 
only temp orary . 
_ 
Unless other measures are taken, asthmatic 
attacks tend to recur. Usually , each attack is a little 
bit worse than the p revious one. When asthma is 
caused by allergy to p ollens and dusts, an effort 
should be made to avoid them. This means removal 
of household p ets, feather p illows, elimination of 
house dust. House dusts can be controlled to 
satisfactory levels by eliminating carp ets, drap eries 
and heavy furniture. It is p robably best to have the 
source of the allergy identified by testing and then 
undergo 
a 
desensitization 
p rogram 
which 
eliminates or controls the allergy . If the source of 
the allergy is in one’s occup ation, it is usually best 
to change jobs. 
When asthma is caused by resp iratory infections, 
antibiotics are used to combat the infection. 
Sp ecial efforts to avoid resp iratory infections are 
advisable. This means stay ing away from crowds 
and p eop le during the p eak season of resp iratory 
ills. Individuals with this ty p e of asthma are often 
sensitive to p enicillin reactions.

A major failure in the strike 


against the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
complex, however, would raise 
serious questions about the next 
stage of the withdrawal pro­ 
gram. scheduled for May. since 
the whole disengagement proc­ 
ess IS based on the ability of the 
South Vietnamese army to de­ 
fend Its country 
State and Defense Depart­

ble power 
In the most dramatic action 
so far. a South Vietnamese 
Ranger battalion was driven 
from a hill position, with about 
300 of the 450 men in the unit 
killed or wounded 
Field dispatches said, further­ 
more. the drive into Laos has 
been stalled by counter strikes 
for five straight days. 
However, some of the best in­ 
formed officials here challenged 


a field dispatch that the North 
Vietnamese have increased the 
number of vehicles operating on 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail from 
1.000 to 2.000 
There is no basis for estimat­ 
ing any such increa.se in truck 
volume, these sources said 


The North Vietnamese attacks 
were not unexpected, although 
the experience in Cambodia last 
spring suggested the outside 
possibility Hanoi might again 
choose to sacrifice some of their 
Laotian base areas to avoid 
heavy combat losses 


On the otlwr hand, the threat­ 
ened bases and trails in Laos 
are more vital to the North Viet­ 
namese because of their losses 
in Cambodia. Moreover the 
whole Vietnamization program 
is entering a crucial phase and 
Hanoi knows it. 


No high official has been will­ 
ing to speculate on the record 
about what the results of the at­ 
tack would be if it were turned 
back without achieving its ob­

Nor has there been discussion 
of the allied cost should the 
South Vietnamese task force 
suffer extremely heavy casual­ 
ties in the process, which pri­ 
vately authorities concede is al­ 
ways a risk in warfare
